RANGELAND  PROGRAM  SUMMARY  UPDATE 


INTRODUCTION 

In  September  1 987  the  Washakie  Resource  Manage- 
ment Plan/Final  Environmental  Impact  Statement  (RMP/ 
FEIS)  was  completed.  This  land  use  plan  described  a 
number  of  management  strategies,  including  a  pre- 
ferred alternative,  for  management  of  the  public  lands  in 
the  Washakie  Resource  Area  of  the  Bureau  of  Land 
Management's  (BLM's)  Worland  District,  and  analyzed 
the  environmental  effects  of  each  management  option. 
In  September  1988  the  Washakie  Resource  Manage- 
ment Plan/Record  of  Decision  (RMP/ROD)  was  com- 
pleted. It  identified  which  management  option  was 
selected  as  the  basis  for  management  of  the  public  lands 
in  the  Washakie  Resource  Area. 

When  a  land  use  plan  and  environmental  analysis  are 
completed,  a  Rangeland  Program  Summary  (RPS)  is 
prepared.  The  RPS  serves  to:  (1)  announce  to  the 
public  the  results  of  the  livestock  grazing  portion  of  the 
land  use  plan;  (2)  inform  the  public  of  the  BLM's  range- 
land  resource  management  objectives  for  the  planning 
area;  and  (3)  publicly  document  the  actions  intended  to 
achieve  the  objectives.  The  "Range  and  Livestock 
Grazing  Management"  section  of  the  RMP  served  as  the 
Range  Program  Summary  for  the  Washakie  Resource 
Area. 

The  BLM  requires  that  the  RPS  be  updated  as  often 
as  needed,  but  at  least  every  five  years,  in  order  to 
document  the  progress  toward  meeting  the  rangeland 
resource  objectives  identified  in  the  Resource  Manage- 
ment Plan.  While  the  RPS  is  a  summary  of  land  use 
planning  decisions,  the  RPS  Update  is  a  progress  report 
and  notice  of  planned  actions. 

This  document  is  the  first  Washakie  Rangeland  Pro- 
gram Summary  Update.  It  is  intended  to  describe 
progress  made  toward  accomplishing  the  rangeland 
resource  objectives  described  in  the  original  RPS  and 
the  future  management  actions  needed  to  achieve  those 
objectives. 

OBJECTIVES 

The  range  and  livestock  grazing  management  objec- 
tives described  in  the  Washakie  RMP  are: 

—  to  provide  forage  for  livestock  grazing; 

—  to  reduce  conflicts  between  livestock  grazing  and 
other  resource  uses;  and 

—  to  improve  ecological  range  condition. 

The  RMP  then  provided  an  inclusive  list  of  manage- 
ment actions  which  could  be  implemented  to  accomplish 


the  objectives.  Excerpts  of  these  actions  from  the  RMP 
are  in  Appendix  A. 

ALLOTMENT  PRIORITY 

Prior  to  the  development  of  the  Washakie  RMP,  all  of 
the  grazing  allotments  in  the  Washakie  Resource  Area 
were  evaluated  according  to  a  number  of  criteria  and 
placed  in  one  of  three  categories;  T  (improve),  "M" 
(maintain),  and  "C"  (custodial).  This  was  done  in  consul- 
tation with  the  affected  permittees  and  assisted  in  estab- 
lishing a  priority  order  for  working  with  allotments  and  in 
focusing  resources  to  where  they  would  be  most  benefi- 
cial. Particularly  relevant  in  determining  the  appropriate 
category  were  the  allotment  potential,  the  allotment 
condition,  the  actual  or  potential  conflicts  between  re- 
source uses  or  conditions,  and  the  likelihood  of  realizing 
a  positive  return  on  an  investment  of  public  resources. 

Category  "M"  allotments  exhibited  acceptable  re- 
source conditions,  were  without  notable  resource  con- 
flicts, and  there  was  no  expectation  of  resource  deterio- 
ration because  of  existing  management.  Category  "C" 
allotments  generally  were  unproductive,  had  low  re- 
source potential,  did  not  have  obvious  resource  con- 
flicts, and  were  unlikely  to  yield  a  positive  return  from  a 
substantial  investment  of  time  or  money.  Category  "I" 
allotments  were  characterized  by  having  a  moderate  to 
high  resource  potential  but  were  producing  substantially 
below  their  potential,  existing  management  was  inca- 
pable of  reversing  the  situation,  and  opportunities  ex- 
isted for  a  positive  return  on  investment  of  public  re- 
sources, or  they  had  severe  resource  conflicts.  A  more 
comprehensive  description  of  the  criteria  is  contained  in 
Appendix  B. 

Although  each  grazing  allotment  has  been  placed  in 
one  of  these  categories,  this  designation  is  not  immu- 
table. As  conditions  change  or  as  better  information  is 
obtained,  allotments  may  be  placed  in  different  catego- 
ries if  appropriate. 

The  "I"  category  allotments  are  the  first  priority  be- 
cause that  is  where  the  greatest  returns  are  to  be 
realized  from  an  investment  of  resources.  Exceptions  to 
this  may  occur  if  allotment  management  plans  (AMPs) 
that  include  "I"  allotments  also  incorporate  allotments 
from  "M"  or  "C"  categories,  and  when  opportunities  are 
presented  to  easily  obtain  acceptable  management  on 
lower  priority  allotments. 

Appendix  C  status  lists  all  Washakie  Resource  Area 
allotments  by  category. 

Table  1  displays  the  priority  list  for  "I"  category  allot- 
ments included  in  the  Washakie  RPS  in  1988.

This  often  occurs  when 
the  BLM  is  approached  by  permittees  who  want  to  work 
with  the  BLM  to  improve  their  allotments  and  the  affected 
allotments  are  of  fairly  high  priority  for  the  BLM,  even 


though  this  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  sequence 
ohginally  determined.

AGREEMENTS 

Typically,  the  high  priority  allotments  are  addressed 
by  developing  an  AMP.  This  is  a  comprehensive  plan 
developed  in  consultation  with  the  grazing  operator(s) 
and  any  other  affected  or  interested  parties.  It  identifies 
specific  multiple-use  objectives  for  the  allotment,  and 
details  the  livestock  grazing  practices  that  will  be  used, 
identifies  the  range  projects  and  land  treatments  needed, 
and  describes  the  monitoring  procedures  intended  to 
measure  the  progress  toward  meeting  those  objectives. 

Development  of  an  AMP  is  a  comprehensive  and 
often  time-consuming  process.  Occasionally  the  re- 
source objectives  for  an  allotment  may  be  achieved 
without  the  level  of  detail  found  in  an  AMP.    In  these 


instances,  a  management  agreement  may  be  negoti- 
ated between  the  permittee  and  the  BLM  which  satisfac- 
torily addresses  these  objectives  and  nothing  further  is 
required.  As  in  an  AMP,  the  projects  or  treatments 
necessary  to  achieve  the  desired  management  are 
addressed  in  the  management  agreement.  When  com- 
pleted, both  AMPs  and  management  agreements  are 
made  part  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  grazing 
permit  or  lease. 

When  the  Washakie  Resource  Management  Plan 
was  completed  in  1988,  24  allotments  in  the  resource 
area  were  included  in  1 7  AMPs.  Most  of  these  were  at 
least  15  years  old  and  many  were  inadequate  and  no 
longer  being  followed.  Several  of  these  have  been 
updated  and  new  ones  have  been  added  since  the  RMP 
was  completed.  Table  3  is  a  status  report  of  allotments 
that  have  completed  AMPs  or  management  agree- 
ments.

STATUS:  These  plans  were  early  attempts  at  allotment  manage- 
ment planning.  Most  of  these  have  not  been  operational  for  many 
years  and  need  to  be  revised. 
Red  Hills  Allotment  Management  Plan 

STATUS:  This  plan  was  directed  at  improving  range  condition  by 
he  use  of  a  rest-rotation  grazing  system  and  installation  of  several 
livestock  management  projects.  The  rest-rotation  system  is  still 
being  followed  but  the  plan  needs  to  be  revised. 
Forks  Allotment  Management  Plan 

STATUS:  This  plan  was  intended  to  improve  watershed  cover 
and  range  condition  by  incorporating  a  deferred-rotation  grazing 
system.  It  is  inadequate  to  meet  plan  objectives  and  needs  to 
be  revised. 

Medicine  Lodge  Wildlife  Habitat  Management  Plan 
STATUS:  The  Medicine  Lodge  Wildlife  Habitat  Unit  was  acquired 
by  Wyoming  Game  and  Fish  Department  in  1971-72  to  provide 
winter  range  for  elk.  Historic  livestock  use  was  continued  until 
1988  when  it  was  terminated  because  of  excessive  forage  utilization. 
In  1989  a  supplemental  cooperative  agreement  between  the  Wyoming

Game  and  Fish  Department  and  the  BLM  was  signed  which 

stated  an  objective  of  providing  3,520  AUMs  for  elk  without 

exceeding  50  percent  use  on  key  forage  species.  A  long-term 

prescribed  burn  program  conducted  by  both  agencies  is  currently 

being  implemented. 

Renner  Cooperative  Management  Plan 

STATUS:  The  Renner  Wildlife  Habitat  Management  Unit  was 

acquired  by  Wyoming  Game  and  Fish  Department  in  1979  to  provide 

big  game  habitat.  The  WGFD  lease  the  farm  ground  for  a  five-year 

period.  The  associated  public  land  is  operated  under  a  grazing  system 

and  used  by  wildlife  and  the  lessee's  livestock. 

Paintrock  Canyon  Allotment  Management  Plan  1983 

STATUS:  This  plan  incorporates  three  separate  grazing  systems 

intended  to  improve  range  condition  and  improve  or  maintain  aquatic 

conditions.  Under  this  plan  division  fences  have  been  built  and 

extensive  prescribed  burning  has  been  done.  The  plan  has  operated 

well  but  may  need  to  be  revised  to  accommodate  the  livestock  operation 

of  a  new  owner. 

Castle  Gardens  Allotment  Management  Plan  1985 


STATUS:  These  allotments  have  been  operating  under  the  present 
plan  since  1985.  The  plan  was  to  improve  ecological  condition 
through  the  application  of  a  deferred-rotation  grazing  system  and 
specified  levels  of  use  on  key  forage  species.  Use  has  exceeded 
prescribed  levels  and  it  appears  that  plan  objectives  cannot  be 
met  under  the  existing  intensity  of  use.  This  plan  will  revised  if 
appropriate. 

Potato  Allotment  Management  Plan  1985 

STATUS:  This  AMP  was  revised  in  1985.  The  plan  called  for  the 
construction  of  fences  and  livestock  watering  facilities  to  facilitate  a 
rest-rotation  grazing  system.  The  pastures  are  lightly  grazed  for 
short  periods  during  the  spring  and  used  again  during  the  winter. 
The  major  objective  was  to  improve  the  range  condition  and  it  appears 
the  plan  has  been  very  successful. 

White  Creek  Allotment  Management  Plan  1 985 

STATUS:  The  public  land  in  this  AMP  is  administered  by  the  U.S. 
Forest  Service  and  is  part  of  a  seven-pasture  rest-rotation  grazing 
system.  The  main  objective  in  the  plan  was  to  improve  range  condition. 
The  plan  appears  to  be  successful. 

Southside  Allotment  Management  Plan  1986 

STATUS:  This  allotment  is  used  by  nine  operators  and  incorporates 
deferred-rotation  and  rest-rotation  grazing.  The  primary  plan  objective 
was  to  improve  the  ecological  condition.  This  was  to  be  accomplished 
by  a  grazing  system,  prescribed  levels  of  use,  fence  and  water  develop- 
ment, and  prescribed  burning.  Several  pastures  have  been  burned  and,

based  on  monitoring  information,  the  operators  have  delayed  their 

initial  use  date  by  a  week  since  1989.  The  AMP  is  working  very  well 

and  in  1991  the  permittees  received  an  award  from  the  Society 

for  Range  Management  for  their  outstanding  stewardship. 

Cold  Springs  Allotment  Management  Plan  1! 


STATUS:  This  plan  was  developed  to  improve  ecological  condition 

by  the  use  of  rest-rotation  and  deferred-rotation  grazing,  prescribed 

use  levels,  water  and  fence  development,  and  prescribed  burning.  The 

operators  reduced  their  herd  by  one-third  when  the  plan  was  completed. 

Many  of  the  range  projects  have  been  built  and  the  burns  partially 

completed.  Improvement  is  obvious  but  utilization  levels  often 

exceed  those  prescribed  by  the  plan. 

Fatty  Allen/Joe  Henry  Management  Agreement  1989 

STATUS:  This  agreement  limits  critical  growing  season  use  to  only 
alternate  years  in  both  allotments.  The  Fatty  Allen  Allotment  is 
scheduled  for  a  prescribed  burn  in  1994. 
South  Brokenback  Allotment  Management  Plan  1989 

STATUS:  This  AMP  was  to  improve  ecological  condition  and 
reduce  conflicts  between  livestock  and  elk.  It  specifies  a 
conservative  system,  grazing  water  development,  fence  construction, 
and  extensive  prescribed  burning.  Much  of  the  burning  has  been 
done  but  the  water  development  and  fencing  have  not.  The  grazing 
system  has  not  been  closely  followed,  but  total  use  has  been 
substantially  below  that  planned  and  in  most  locations  improve- 
ment is  readily  apparent. 

Demer-Nowater  Management  Agreement  1990 

STATUS:  Under  this  agreement  use  is  rotated  between  two  pastures 
during  the  critical  spring  growing  season  and  suspends  141  AUMs  of 
active  use. 
K  I  S  Management  Agreement  1 991 

STATUS:  Through  this  agreement,  two  allotments  receive  total  rest 
each  year.  The  total  number  of  livestock  running  in  the  allotment  has 
been  voluntarily  reduced  350  to  200  cattle. 

Seaman/Slope  Allotment  Management  Plan  1991 

STATUS:  A  main  feature  of  this  plan  is  to  reduce  use  during  the 

chtical  growing  season.  Two  pastures  receive  growing  season  rest 

every  other  year  and  use  in  a  third  pasture  is  reduced  by  150  AUMs 

in  alternate  years.

STATUS:  This  large  allotment  has  five  operators  and  has  been 
operating  under  an  AMP  since  1965.  It  has  been  modified  several 
times  and  has  been  operating  as  a  three-pasture  rest-rotation 
system  since  a  pipeline  was  completed  in  1982.  The  allotment 
has  made  substantial  improvement  and  in  1991  the  permittees 
received  an  award  from  the  Society  for  Range  Management  for  their 
stewardship. 


The  Cottonwood  Allotment  Management  Plan  1 992 

STATUS:  This  allotment  management  plan  was  developed  to  improve 

deteriorated  ecological  condition.   It  incorporates  a  grazing  system  and 

prescribes  levels  of  use. 

Buffalo  Canyon  Management  Agreement  1993 

STATUS:  Under  the  terms  of  this  agreement  early  spring  use  and  late 

spring  use  is  alternated  between  two  pastures. 

Henthorne  Management  Agreement  1993 

STATUS:  This  agreement  limits  spring  use  in  two  allotments  to 

two  weeks  annually  and  suspends  215  AUMs  in  a  third  allotment. 

West  Allotment  Management  Agreement  1993 

STATUS:  Spring  and  fall  use  is  alternated  between  two  pastures. 


MONITORING 

Monitohng  is  used  to  maintain  an  information  base,  to 
help  determine  objectives  for  an  AMP,  to  measure 
effectiveness  in  meeting  established  AMP  objectives, 
and  to  assure  that  previously  designated  allotment  cat- 
egories and  priorities  remain  correct.  Four  types  of 
monitoring  information  are  collected. 

Trend:  Trend  is  information  about  plant  commu- 
nity composition  collected  on  permanently  estab- 
lished plots.  When  this  data  is  obtained  on  the 
same  locations  over  a  period  of  time,  it  yields  a 
determination  of  the  direction  of  change  in  range  or 
ecological  condition. 

Utilization:  Utilization  is  a  measure  of  the  amount 
of  plant  material  that  has  been  removed  by  grazing 
animals.  This  information  is  collected  at  the  end  of 
the  grazing  period  and  is  used  for  several  pur- 
poses. When  desired  levels  of  utilization  have 
been  identified,  it  may  be  used  as  a  basis  for 
pasture  moves  in  a  grazing  system,  or  to  establish 
a  stocking  rate.  In  conjunction  with  other  informa- 


tion it  can  be  used  to  determine  a  cause  for  a 
change  in  trend. 

Actual  Use:  Actual  use  is  a  record  of  the  grazing 
use  that  actually  took  place  on  a  pasture  or  allot- 
ment. It  often  differs  from  authorized  use  or 
identifies  it  in  more  detail.  As  with  utilization,  it  is 
used  to  establish  the  causes  for  changes  in  the 
trend. 

Climate:  Climate  information  is  collected  from  18 
rain  gauges  dispersed  throughout  the  planning 
area. 

The  Washakie  Resource  Area  Monitoring  Plan  was 
completed  in  March  1991  and  describes  the  monitoring 
methods  and  procedures  to  be  used  in  the  Resource 
Area.  In  1988,  minimum  monitoring  standards  were 
established  by  the  BLM  State  Director.  In  Wyoming,  the 
major  efforts  are  placed  on  the  higher  priority  allotments; 
however,  all  allotments  are  monitored  at  least  to  the 
intensity  of  the  minimum  standards.  The  following 
summarizes  the  allotment  monitoring  completed  from 
1 988,  when  the  ROD/RPS  was  published,  through  1 993. 
Allotments  monitored  to  minimum  standards:  "I"  Cat-

Listed  in  Table  4  are  the  allotments  and  grazing  opera- 
tors affected  by  the  loss  of  the  public  land  resulting  from 
land  status  changes  associated  with  land  patents.

The  Washakie  RMP  identified  93  allotments  for  which 
the  season  of  use  and  numbers  of  authorized  livestock 
were  not  designated  on  the  respective  permit  or  lease. 
Many  of  these  were  Section  15  allotments  and  most 
contained  minor  amounts  of  public  land.  The  Bureau  of 
Land  Management  is  required  to  designate  the  season 


of  use  and  number  of  authohzed  livestock  on  all  grazing 
allotments.  The  RPS  also  stated  that  this  would  be  done 
as  permits  and  leases  expire  or  when  management 
plans  or  agreements  are  implemented.  Table  5  lists  the 
34  allotments  for  which  this  has  been  done.

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APPENDIX  A 
GENERAL  RANGE  MANAGEMENT  ACTIONS 


The  following  are  excerpts  from  the  Washakie  Re- 
source Management  Plan,  Range  and  Livestock  Graz- 
ing Management  section  (BLM  1988,  pp  17-21). 

1 .  "Management  actions  will  be  implemented  to  ac- 
complish the  long-term  objectives  of  good  or  better 
range  condition  on  an  estimated  960,000  acres  of 
public  land...." 

2.  "Total  authorized  livestock  grazing  use  [on  public 
lands]  will  not  exceed  143,00  AUMs  annually." 

3.  "Seasons  of  use,  number,  kind  and  class  of  live- 
stock will  be  established  on  those  allotments  that 
currently  have  no  season  of  use  or  number  of 
livestock  designated.  These  will  be  established  as 
the  current  term  permit/leases  expire  or  when  allot- 
ment management  plans  or  management  agree- 
ments are  implemented." 

4.  "Authorized  grazing  use  will  be  permanently  or 
temporarily  adjusted  for  the  300  to  500  acres  taken 
out  of  production  each  year  by  mineral  patents, 
other  disposals,  and  other  permanent  or  temporary 
uses." 

5.  "Where  appropriate,  the  BLM  will  assist  the  Wyo- 
ming Game  and  Fish  Department.. .in  accomplish- 
ing the  Department's  management  objectives  for 
wildlife  HMUs  [habitat  management  units]  and  other 
important  habitats.  Actions  that  may  be  employed 
include  habitat  improvement  projects,  reducing  or 
eliminating  livestock  grazing..." 

6.  "Approximately  2,000  animal  unit  months  (AUMs)  of 
forage  traditionally  used  when  permittees  trail  their 
livestock  from  one  pasture  or  allotment  to  another, 
but  that  are  not  allocated  for  trailing  to  specific 
allotments,  will  be  allocated  for  trailing  in  the  Worland- 
Ten  Sleep,  Nowater,  Rome  Hill,  and  Cottonwood 
stock  driveways." 

7.  "Access  on  the  South  Trapper  Rim,  South 
Brokenback,  and  North  Brokenback  roads  and  a 
crossing  of  the  Nowood  River  between  Ten  Sleep 
and  Box  Elder  Ranch  will  be  acquired,  to  facilitate 
range  management  and  other  uses  of  the  public 
lands." 

8.  "The  eighteen  existing  AMPs  will  be  revised  if  nec- 
essary, and  implemented.  New  Allotment  Manage- 
ment Plans  or  management  agreements  will  also  be 
developed  and  implemented.  These  activities  will 
take  place  at  an  average  rate  of  three  allotments  per 
year...." 


9.  "Any  new  range  projects  proposed  will  be  subjected 
to  economic  and  environmental  analyses.... All 
projects  will  be  designed  to  meet  allotment  manage- 
ment objectives  and  to  be  multiple-use  projects..." 

1 0.  "Livestock  grazing  will  continue  as  currently  autho- 
rized on  all  307  allotments  administered  by  the 
Washakie  Resource  Area,  unless  data  are  available 
to  support  adjustments....  Season  of  use,  distribu- 
tion, and  kind,  class,  and  number  of  livestock  will  be 
adjusted  on  a  case-by-case  basis  or  as  AMPs/ 
management  agreements  are  developed  on  the 
allotments....  Any  adjustments  in  livestock  grazing 
use  will  be  made  as  a  result  of  monitoring  and  in 
consultation  with  grazing  permittees  and  other  af- 
fected interests." 

11.  "All  T  and  'M'  category  allotments  and  allotment 
management  plans  will  be  monitored.  Monitoring  of 
'C  category  will  also  occur  but  will  be  low 
priority.. ..Monitoring  will  be  conducted  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Washakie  Resource  Area  Monitoring 
Plan  which  will  be  completed  following  the  issuance 
of  the  Washakie  Resource  Area  RPS." 

12.  "Livestock  grazing  will  be  managed  in  wetland/ 
riparian  areas  to  allow  steady,  long-term  restoration 
and  improvement  of  habitat  conditions.  Fences  will 
be  built  around  wetland/riparian  areas,  as  appropri- 
ate, to  improve  management. ..and  reduce  prob- 
lems on  perennial  and  ephemeral  streams,  reser- 
voirs, and  springs.  New  grazing  systems  will  be 
implemented  to  restore  and  enhance  wetlands." 

1 3.  "Aspen  stands  throughout  the  planning  area  will  be 
protected  from  livestock  grazing...." 

14.  "If  grazing  management  techniques  described  or 
referenced  above  are  not  adequate  to  meet  the 
objectives  of  resource  management,  livestock  graz- 
ing will  be  reduced  or  eliminated  on  some  allotments 
or  portions  of  allotments,  especially  around  sources 
of  springs,  reservoirs,  other  riparian  areas  including 
tracts  identified  in  the  Bighorn  River  Habitat  Man- 
agement Plan  (HMP),  aspen  stand  regeneration 
areas,  and  crucial  big  game  winter  ranges." 
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APPENDIX  B 
ALLOTMENT  CATEGORIZATION  CRITERIA 


[BLM  Manual  1 622-Supplemental  Program  Guidance 
for  Renewable  Resources] 

Allotment  categorization  is  a  judgement  based  on  the 
applicability  of  the  following  criteria.  The  process  of 
placing  allotments  in  various  categories  is  intended  to 
focus  the  BLM's  efforts  to  where  they  will  be  most 
effective,  since  not  all  allotments  are  equally  needful  of 
the  BLM's  attention. 

CATEGORY  M  -Maintain  Existing 
Resource  Conditions 

1.  Range  condition  is  satisfactory  or  recent  studies 
show  an  upward  trend  in  the  range  condition. 

2.  The  allotment  has  a  moderate  to  high  resource 
potential  and  is  producing  at  or  near  its  potential. 

3.  The  allotment  exhibits  no  significant  resource  con- 
flicts or  controversy. 

4.  Opportunities  may  exist  for  positive  economic  re- 
turn on  public  investments. 

5.  The  current  management  appears  capable  of  main- 
taining or  improving  the  range  condition. 

CATEGORY  I  -  Improve  Existing 
Resource  Conditions 

1.  The  range  condition  is  unsatisfactory  or  existing 
studies  show  a  downward  trend  in  the  range  condi- 
tion. 

2.  The  allotment  has  a  moderate  to  high  resource 
potential  but  is  producing  well  below  its  potential. 


3.  Serious  conflicts  between  resource  uses  [or  notable 
public  controversy]  is  associated  with  the  allotment. 

4.  A  positive  economic  return  may  be  expected  from 
public  investments  on  the  allotment. 

5.  The  current  management  appears  inadequate  to 
achieve  or  maintain  an  acceptable  range  condition. 

6.  The  allotment  contains  more  than  640  acres  of 
public  land  or  is  a  well-blocked  parcel  of  public  land 
comprising  more  than  20  percent  of  the  allotment. 

Category  C  -  Custodial 
Management 

1 .  The  range  condition  may  not  be  a  consideration. 

2.  The  allotment  is  producing  near  its  potential  but  is 
unproductive  because  of  poor  soils  or  inadequate 
precipitation. 

3.  The  conflicts  between  resource  uses  are  minor  or 
nonexistent. 

4.  Current  management  is  satisfactory  or  is  the  only 
logical  practice  under  the  existing  resource  condi- 
tions, or  costs  of  changing  the  management  prac- 
tices exceed  the  expected  benefits. 

5.  The  investment  of  public  resources  will  not  yield  a 
positive  economic  return. 

6.  Public  land  in  these  allotments  is  only  a  minor 
amount  or  is  made  up  of  isolated,  discontinuous 
tracts  that  comprise  less  than  20  percent  of  the 
allotment.

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APPENDIX  D 
MINIMUM  MONITORING  STANDARDS 


Bureau  of  Land  Management  technical  references 
describe  acceptable  monitoring  procedures  from  which 
the  most  suitable  method  may  be  selected  for  a  given 
situation.  The  intent  is  that  all  allotments  in  the  resource 
area  are  to  be  monitored;  however,  since  the  manage- 
ment objectives  for  the  vanous  allotments  are  dissimilar, 
the  information  needed  for  management  purposes  will 
not  be  identical.  Minimum  monitoring  standards  have 
been  established  for  all  allotments  in  Wyoming.  These 
standards  prescribe  the  types  of  information  that  must 
be  collected  for  each  allotment  category,  but  not  the 
methods  that  must  be  used  to  collect  it.  In  Wyoming 
monitoring  grazing  allotments  must  include  at  least  the 
following  types  of  studies  on  each  allotment. 

High  Priority  "I"  Category 
Allotments  (collected  annually) 

1 .  Actual  use 

2.  Climate 

3.  Utilization 

4.  One  relocatable  photo  point  (photographed  at 
least  once  during  a  five-year  period) 

Other  "I"  Category  Allotments 

1 .  Actual  use  (collected  annually) 

2.  Climate  (collected  annually) 


3.  Utilization  (one  allotment  inspection  within  a  five- 
year  period  to  develop  a  general  use  pattern 
map) 

4.  One  relocatable  photo  point  (photographed  at 
least  once  during  a  five-year  period) 

All  "M"  Category  Allotments 

1 .  A  general  allotment  inspection  documenting  ob- 
servations on  utilization,  actual  use,  climate  or 
trend,  conducted  once  during  a  five-year  period. 

All  "C"  Category  Allotments 

1 .  A  general  allotment  inspection  documenting  ob- 
servations on  utilization,  actual  use,  climate  or 
trend,  conducted  as  personnel  and  funding  per- 
mit, after  required  monitoring  for  "I"  and  "M" 
category  allotments  is  completed. 

As  noted,  this  is  the  minimum  information  that  must 
be  obtained.  The  management  objectives  established 
for  an  allotment  will  determine  the  monitoring  needed  for 
management  purposes. 
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
